1875: The New York legislature 
moves to establish the Society fo 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children after public outcry over 
the abuse of young Mary Ellen 
Wilson, a case brought to public 
attention by a lawyer for the 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals 

1975: Illinois adopted the Abused 
and Neglected Child Reporting 
ACT

Blatant Disregard

and imminent risk of harm would be 
so obvious to a reasonable parent or 
caretaker that it is unlikely that a 
reasonable parent or caretaker 
would have exposed the child to the 
danger without exercising 
precautionary measures to protect 
the child from harm."
